Prospect of Orders May

PHOENIX, March 9.— The bin 
for erection of a Stats cement fac- 
tory may be given fresh lite 
through the offering of a market 
for about 499.000 barrels of ce-

Supreme Court Holds State 
May Use Federal Law

Supreme Court indicated today it 
could find no ground for taking

The court refused to hear fur- 
ther arguments after counsel for 
A. Brambini and Isadore Maffia, 
the appellants, had concluded. 
Brambini and Maffia, enjoined by 
a State court for violating the Vo}- 
stead Act and subsequently held 
in contempt for violating the in- 
junction, had contended that the 
State courts could not enforce the 
Federal law, out the State Su- 
preme Court held there had been 
ample State law to warrant the 
conviction evén though the pro- 


the Federal statutes. 


OTHER DECISIONS 
Among other decisions of the 
Supreme Court today were the 
following: 

Dismissed the case of the North 
Pacific Steamship Company against 
Willlam T. Soley seeking return 
of a personal injury award given 
Soley by the California Industria! 
Accident Commission as the re- 
suit of an accident he sustained on 
one of the company’s vessels at 
San Pedro. 

The company had contended 
that the commission had no juris- 
diction. This claim, however, 
came after a decision of the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court, which 
held that the State commission had 
no jurisdiction over maritime 
eases, and was based upon that 
decision, whereas the award had 
been made before decision was 
handed down. The action of the 
Supreme Court today holds, there- 
fore, that claims paid up to the 
time that the decision became op- 
erative. were valid.

Monthly Statement of Unfilled Steel Orders May 
A ffect Stock Market; Estimates Low 


BY EARLE E. CROWE 


From the reaction cf the stock 


market yesterday to higher money 


rates, it seems that the speculative community is inclined to run to 


cover on the faintest sign of danger. 


It has been obvious for some 


weeks that money will harden slightly but the market has a habit of 


discounting this prespect on one day and ignoring in the next. 


In this 


state of mind, it will be interesting to observe the reaction of the 
traders today to the monthly unfilled tonnage report of the United 


4 


States Steel Corporation. 

Trade estimates forecast an in- 
crease in unfilled steel orders of 
about 75,000 tons. Ordinarily, an 
increase of this size hardly can be 
construed as a bullish report, but 
whether the market has fully dis- 
counted this prospect is difficuit 
to say. The speculators knew 
several days in advance the con- 
tents of the President's inaugural! 
address, but waited until the eve 
of the inauguration to display 
their complete accord with the 
views expressed. Fickleness of a 
similar variety may be exhibited 
today in the manner by which the 
steel report is greeted. 


TRADERS NERVOUS 


With stock prices at their pres- 
ent hich levels and traders nerv- 
ously inclined, it apparently wil! 
not require a great deal of bear- 
ish news to encourage operations 
for the decline. Lately the com- 
piaint has been that the stock 
market is proceeding too rapidly 
for trade expansion, and it is con- 
cetvable that the steel report may 
be seized ag an appropriate weapon 
for a bear campaign. However, | 
there always is the possibility that 
the advance estimates of unfilled | 
orders are away out of line — 
the official report may contain 
bullish. instead of bearish news. 

Probably the steel figures will 
be studied carefully for the indi- 
cations they will have of the trend 
in consumption.

With the purchase by the Irv- 
ing Hellman interests of the con-

Company, considerable speculation 
has arisen in the petroleum indus- 
try of Southern California as to 
the probable future policy of the 
United in the matter of exploiting 
undeveloped territory. 

The United under past manage- 
ment has operated almost entirely 
in proven areas, the longest shot 
in wildcatting being in the Domin- 
guez field, where it war success- 
ful in proving the southeast ex- 
tension of that field. This, to- 
gether with its Bixby outposts at 
Signal Hill, and a semiwiidcat in 
the Maricopa Flats fleld in Kern 
county. has been about the ex- 
tent of the United Ol Company's 
exploration work during the past 
year or two, none of these proj- 
ects being in the strictly wildcat 
class. 

On men note that one of the 
most promising unproved districts 
in Southern California is at Seal 
Beach, where the Marco Heliman 
branch of the Hellman family owns 
several hundred acres on what is 
considered the top of the struc- 
ture.

Well in Colorado 

Official confirmation of the 
bringing in of a 1000-barrel well 
in the Fort Collins field, Colorado, 
adding materially to the Union 
holdings in that district, was yes- 
terday given by Chester W. Brown, 
director of exploration and pro- 
duction for the Union Oil Com- 
pany of California. 

The new well, Verstratten No. 
1. is located about one-third of a 
mile north ef the Union's present 
producing Whittaker well in this 
field. It is yielding 38-gravity oil, 
cutting Dsolutely clean, and was 
drilled to a depth of 4497 feet. 

The well definitely proves up 
the Fort Collins field, discovered 
by the Union last August. The 
important feature of it is that the 
production of 1000 barrels dally 
is coming from the top of the oll 
sand. The company wil! drill to 
a further depth, indications point- 
ing to a well of gusher propor- 
tions at a lower level. 


Word Production 


The American Petroleum Insti- 
tute estimates the world’s petro- 
leum production in 1924, at 
1,013,139,000 barrels, compared 
with 1018,900,000 barrels re- 
ported by the United States Geo- 
logical Survey for 1923, a de- 
crease of 6,761,000 barrels, or 0.6 
per cent. 

The United States produced 
714,000,000 barrels in 1924, or 70.5 
per cent of the total world produc- 
tion In 1923 the United States 
produced 732,407,000 barrels, or 
7128 per cent of the world pro- 
duction in that year. The United 
States production in 1924 de- 
creased 18,407,000 barrels, or 2.5 
per cent. 

Mexico produced 139,587,000 
barrels in 1924, or 13.8 per cent 
of the world production. In 1928 
Mexico produced 149,586,060 bar- 
rels, or 14.7 per cent of the total 
production in that year. The de- 
crease for Mexico in 1924 
amount to 98,998,000 barrels, or 
6.7 per cent. 

In 1924, the United States and 
Mexico combined produced 84.3 
per cent of the world production, 
and in 1923, 86.6 per cent. 

Whenever possible, 1924 pro- 
duction figures are official final 
figures or official estimates. In 
converting the figures of certain 
countries from tons to barrels, 
equivalents are stated in United 
States barrels of forty-tww galions, 
based upon the average specific 
grav'ty of the oil of each coun- 
try. All the figures shown for 
1923 are those reported by. the

After a spirited debate the Cal- 
ifornia Cotton Growers’ Associa- 
tion, in session at the Chamber 
of Commerce, went on record late 
yesterday in favor of legislation 
that will confine cotton production 
in the State of California to one 
variety.

executive authority so that the 
draft as adopted may be taken at 
once to the State Legislature, now 
in session at Sacramento. It is un- 
derstood that the matter will be 
reached there before the end of 
this week. 

In addition to this matter, which 
was by far the most important 
before the gathering. officers and 
members of the board of direc- 
tors were named for the ensuing 
year. H. H. Clark of Calexico was 
re-elected to the presidency. 

The debate over the one-varie- 
ty cotton bill developed, not over 
the question of whether or not 
there should be more than one va- 
riety, as the men present were 
unanimous upon the point of a 
single-seed growth, but over the 
geographica) distribution of repre- 
sentation in the organization, 
which matter is embodied in 4&4 
clause of the proposed law. 
DISTRICT REPRESENTATION 

J. W. Gulberson of Corcoran, 
Kings county, representing, he 
said, the united feeling of cotton 
growers in the San Joaquin ter- 
ritory, argued for representation 
on a district plan by which the 
districts should be composed of 
geographical areas in which cot- 
ton is raised, that is, specifically, 
a district composing the San Joa- 
quin, another the Sacramento 
Valley, another the Coacheila Val- 
ley. and so on.

Another matter resulting in 
plain-spoken language that evoked 
testy remarks resulted over the 
present form of legisiation govern- 
ing the sale of commodities in the 
State by net weight, which is 
claimed by cotton growers of the 
State to be highly and lly 
discriminatory to them. 


WEIGHT BASIS 

The point was made by cotton 
growers that cotton is and has been 
sold the world over, ever since the 
inception of the industry, on a 
gross-weight basis. Going into a 
gross-weight market with a neét- 
weight standard in the State of 
California means a loss of $1.75 per 
bale to the California grower, it 
was claimed. 

This figure of 11.785 represents 
the cost to the grower of the bags 
and ties used to hold the cotton in- 
tact for shipment, it was said. How- 
ever, Charles F. Hayden of We- 
ramento, of the weights and meas- 
ures division of the State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, announced in 
outspoken phrases that just so long 
as California growers operate on 
the gross-weight basis they are 
violating the law as it now exists. 
He announced further that he will 
bring what pressure he can to bear 
to defeat any legislation tending to 
make an exception to the law, on 
the ground that it will bring every 
other handler of a commodity in 
the State about his neck for other 
| exceptions to the law. 
| In hie opening remarks Presi- 
dent Clark predicted that Califor- 
nia is to become the hub of the 
cotton-producing world, if benefi- 
cial steps are taken now to pro- 
mote such a scale of production. 
“No country in the world ever had 
the opportunity to go into cotton 
raising on such an enormous and 
superior scale as has the State of 
California right now.“ he declared. 
“The first thing to do is to estab- 
lish a uniform variety, so we can 
concentrate all our energies and re- 
sources on the improvement of that

BETELGUESE TINY BESIDE MIRA 


Mount Wilson Astronomers 


Miles in Diameter; 


Second Largest in Universe, Being 250,000, 


Discover That Latter Star is 


Antares is Greatest 


PASADENA, March 9. — An- 
nouncement that the variable star 
Mira. a faint speck in the sky 165 
light-years away, probably is the 
second largest known star in the 
juniverse was made at Mount 
Wilson Observatory today. 

The astonishing discovery that 
Mira is 25¢,.000,000 miles in dia- 
meter and is thus 25 per cent larg- 
er than Betelguese, the big star of 
the constellation Orion, was made 
by Dr. Francis G. Pease of the ob- 
servatory staff, using the 100-inch 
reflecting telescope in connection 
with a twenty-foot Michelson in- 
terferiometer. 


Betelguese was measured suc- 
cessfully four years ago and was 
then believed to be the second 
largest star. star

known is Antares, which has a dia- 
meter of 400,000,000 miles. 

Mira was discovered by David 
| Fabricius in 1596, who gave it 
the name by which it is known, 
meaning most wonderful because 
of the remarkable changes in the 
intensity of its light. At its bright- 
est Mira gives off 200 per cent more 
illumination than at its dimmest. 
It is red in color and the light cycle 
occupies eleven months. 

The density of Mira is believed 
to be very low and it may be en- 
tirely com d of gases. It moves 
very swiftly through the sky, at a 
rate that has been computed at 
100 miles a second. 

The details of Dr. Pease’s discov- 
ery will be sent to Washington, 
where the main offices of the Car- 
negie Solar Observatory are located,

GOES TO COURT 


Injunetion Sought in Fight 
Over New City Hall 


Taxpayer Asks Restraining 
Order Against Council 


Attacked as legal 


An order to show cause why the 
City Council! should not be enjoined 
from causing a contract to be 
drawn between the city and the 
firm of Guriett & Beelman, Inc., 
for the architectural work on the 
new City Hall was granted yester- 


Judge Craig of Superior Court. 

The order was made returnable 
before Judge Shaw in Department 
25 the 17th inst. and in the mean- 
time the Council will be precluded 
from entering the proposed con- 
tract under a temporary restrain- 
ing order granted by Judge Craig 
Bond on the estraining order was 
fized at $3000 and was deposited 
at noon by Guy 
Crump. 

The court action was taken on 
an application for an injunction 
filed through Attorneys Guy Crump 
and Leslie Hewett in behalt of 
Charlies J. Casper, suing as a tax 

yer. The petition for an in- 


unctſon recites that the City Coun- 
cll a purported resolution 
the sth. inst., instructing the City 
Attorney to pare the contract 
with Curlett Beelman, the com- 
pensation for the firm to be 6 per 
cent of the price of the building, in 


The resolution was purported to 
have been drawn under Section 
207-A, Article XX of the city char- 


ter. 
AUTHORITY ATTACKED 

The injunction suit is based on 
the ground that the City Council 
has rfo power to pass such a reso- 
lution or authorize a contract re- 
lating to the designing or construc- 
tion of any public building. Under 
the charter, the petition states, the 
Board of Public Werks has sole 
power to authorize the issuance of 
such contracts. The contention 
also was made that the purported 
resolution was null as it provided 
for the expenditure of a sum of 
money in excess of $1000 to be 
realized from the sale of bonds. 

The suit asked that the city be 
permanently enjoined from enter- 
ing into a contract with Curiett & 
Beelman as provided for in the 
purported resolution. 

The injunction brings into the 
courts the controversy that has 
been raging around City Hall for 
months. It has to do with the se- 
lection of an architect for the new 
City Hall. The City Council has 
wanted Curlett 4 Beelman and the 
Board of Public Works, John C. 


C. Martin, employed jointly. 
COURT TO DECIDE 


Each body claims the power to 
select the architect. The question 
of jurisdiction in similar matters 
has come up many times. City At- 
Stephens gave an opinion 
that under the present city charter 
the City Council has the right, if 
it so chooses, to award the City 
Hall architect contract directly, 
and acting on this opinion 
the Council voted to have its 
president, Boyle Workman, sign 
the contract. The Board of 
Public Works claimed similar 
power. In any event the board 
superintends construction of the 
new building. 

The injunction, thus, will cause 
a court to pass on the opinion of 
the City Attorney in this matter. 
The opinion is besed on the old 
charter, which becomes defunct 
with the next elections. Under the 
new charter the Board of Public 
Works admittedly would have the 
power to make such contracts. 

Members of the Board of Public 
Works yesterday expressed ignor-

a Food seat but in practice extorts 
from him sums which have been 
growing larger and larger from 
week to week. The result has been 
that prices have ome so high 
that the public has been discour- 
aged from attempting to buy tick- 
ets for the better productions 


which are presented here. 


“We decided on this drastic 
change in policy for the Playhouse 
and Mason when we became con- 
vinced that the public was being 
cheated. ‘Seventh Heaven.’ a re- 
cent production, failed in Los An- 
geles because the scalpers re- 
served large blocks of seats, appli- 
cants at the box office had to be 
turned down, and then, a half hour 
before curtain time, many of the 
reserved seats in the best sections 
of the theater were turned back, 
the ‘scalpers’ having failed to ob- 
tain the increased prices they asked 
for the tickets. Applicants for 
tickets were unable to get them at 
the box office several hours before 
curtain time but could have had 
choice seats a half hour before 
curtain time. 

“By refusing to reserve blocks 
of tickets for the agencies, the ho- 
tels. clubs and other organizations 
which have been dealing in them, 
we expect to return to the plan of 
‘firet come fret served’ at our box 
offices. Tickets will be reserved 
one week in advance only. 

“Invitations have been sent by 
us to the other theaters of the city 
asking them to join with us 
stamping out the practice of scalp- 
ing which is a menace to the th-- 
atrical business and to the general 
public that likes to see good shows 
at reasonable prices.”

Aged Woman Accuses Pair in 
Asserted $100,000 Deals ; 


Power of Attorney Document 
Proves to be Mortgage 


Man and Wife Are in Jail 
Under $25,000 Bai! 


A grand jury investigation of 
transactions of R. Berscheid and 
his wife, Margaret, of 120 Lafay- 
ette Park Place, said to involve 
‘$100,000, will be made, ft was 
said yesterday following the - 
ing of a complaint against them, 
charging forgery of an indorse- 
ment. On the complaint they were 
arraigned before Justice Baird, 
who fixed bail at $25,000 each 
and committed them to the Coun- 
ty Jail. They were arrested earlier 
in the day, together with C. N. 
Neeley of 8211-4 North Fairfax 
avenue, by Detective Lieutenants 
Steckel and Knowles; Neeley was 
ordered released by Dep. Dist.- 
Atty. Clark after he had prom- 
ised, according to Mr. Clark, to 
testify for the State. 

A scheme in which an aged 
woman was induced to sign pa- 
pers which proved to be a $20,000 
mortgage on her property is as- 
serted to have been devised by 
the Berscheids. Dep. Dist.-Atty. 
Clark says there are about twen- 
ty compiainants ready to testify 
against them. Further investiga- 
tion is being made by police de- 
tectives under Asst. Capt. Mall- 
heau, who directed the arrests. 

Mrs. Kate 8. Duy was the vie- 
tim of the asserted scheme, the 
detectives declare. She authorized 
Neeley, it was declared. to collect 
some rents for her. Under pre- 
tense, it was said, that he needed 
a power of attorney, he induced 
her to sign a trust deed and mort- 
gage, which Neeley turned over 
to the Berecheids for $2000. 

The Berscheids then took the 
trust deed and mortgage, accord- 
ing to the detectives, to the Auto 
Acceptance Loan Corporation and 
pledged it for a loan of $18,000. 
The papers were sent for escrow 
to the Title Guarantee and Trust 
Company, which refused to pass 
them on the ground Mrs. Du's 
signature had not been acknow!- 
edged before a notary. The Ber- 
schelds are sald to have remedied 
thie omission by taking another 
woman before a negro notary pub- 
lic; this woman identified the sig- 
nature of Mrs. Duy as hers and 
the notary attached his certificate, 
it is said. 

The Berscheids are said then 
to have obtained a check for $13.4 
913, drawn to Mrs. Duy's order, 
indorsed it, deposited it and with- 
drawn $10.000. Mr Duy learned 
of the transaction ard complained 
to the police.

Communism ind Activity of

Lise of of

The eighth lesson by Prof. Shur- 
ter for the assisiance of entrants in 
the National Oralorical Contest 
present dangers to the institutions es- 
tablished by the Constitution. 

We recall the injunction of Dan- 
fe] Webster, “Self-love, our hopes 
for the future. national pride. and 
gratitude to God, all prompt us to 
embrace these institutions of our 
native land with all the affection 
ef our hearts, and to defend them 


— ali the strength of our 


Az good American citizens we. 
should fully understand our insti- | 


tutions so that our affections can 
be inteliigentiy placed. In order 
that we may defend these institu- 
tions with all-the strength of our 
hands, it ig not only necessary to 
understand the history of their cre- 
ation and their progress through 
the years, But also to know the 
enemies which are attacking them. 
These enemies may be divided 
roughiy into three classes: First. 
Communism: second, the intensive 
organization of minorities for the 
purpose of controlling the benef- 
Wences of government for selfish 
purposes; and third, the loss of a 
sense of individual responsibility. 


RADICALS’: ADVANCE 

FIRST: Communism. There has 
been a most threatened advance in 
radicalism in this country within 
the last few years. It ia stated on 
competent authority that there are 
1,500,000 radicals in this country 
who are clame ng for a change in 
the nature of our government from 
its present form to one of Carying 
degrees of a Communistic state. 
There are reported to be 400 news- 
papers in thie country that repre- 
sent these views, and they are read 
regularly by 56,000.000 of our peo- 
— It is stated that over 13.000. 

0 was spent during the past year 
in the spredding of red propa- 
ganda. 

In addition 


to this onslaught 
made by factions which are more 
or less visible, there is an under- 
current of opinion representing 
the expressions of thousands of 
citizens of the United States, many 
of whom are regarded as leading 
members of socfety, that is under- 
mining and destroying the founda- 
tions of our government. These 
propagandists ire designated by the 
press as “Parlor Bolsheviks.” They 
speak disrespectfully of our de- 
partments of government. They 
create distrust of the courts. Pro- 
fessing a high regard for persona! 
Mberty, they speak with disfavor of 
the sanctity of property rights; and 
in these and in thousands of ways 
they combat the perpetuity of es- 
tablished institutions. 


FOUNDER'S IDEA 


SECOND: Organized Minorities. 
The Constitution of the United 
tes as originally written and in- 
reted, created a republic or 
a representative democracy. The 
representatives of the people in the 
legislative halls, as well as in the 
executive chairs, were selected be- 
cause the people were confident 
that they were intellectually, mor- 
ally and physically competent to 
represent the peopte faithfully and 
well upon any question which 
might come before them for solu- 
tion. It was not the idea of the 
founders of this republic that these 
representatives should continually 
hold their ears to the ground for 
the purpose of voting to please the 
majority, but that they might, be- 
cause of their superior knowledge, 
h integrity and intense and un- 
selfish patriotism arrive at right 
and just solutions of the 22 
involved. Representatives no long 
er vote their convictions, but as 
they believe their constituency di- 
rects. Minority factions seek by 
intensive propaganda to make the 
representatives believe that they 
represent the majority. When a 
question, therefore, comes before 
A representative body in which a 
minority is interested, their efforts 
evolve into a ceaseless campaign 
of public meetings, newspaper ar- 
ticles, resolutions, petitions, tele- 
grams and letters which, in the ab- 
sence of counter-movements, often 
lead the public servant whose in- 
fluence they seek to obtain, to be- 
lieve that the majority of the ont 
ple are demanding the action which 
the particular bloc desires. 
Our representatives make their 


appeal not to an enlightened con-. 


stituency, but to popular acclaim. 
They no longer vote according to 
the dictates of an intelligent con- 
ecience, but according to the dic- 
tates of blocs and bureaus, and 
associations and organizations. 
Consequently our government is 
struggling along under a mass of 
laws and rules and regulations, 
private in their nature, procured 
by organized minorities for their 
own selfish benefit and not for the 
people as a whole. To the unholy 
influence of these organized mi- 
‘norities may be traced the present 
tendency of our government to- 
ward the enactment of sumptuary 
laws and increasing interference 
in affairs of private concern. 


INSIDIOUS ENEMY 


Third, the most insidious enemy 
to our existing institutions is an 
apparent lose of a sense of in- 
4 responsibility. This grows 
out of the organization of mi- 
norities as next above indicated. 
We must not forget that under 
the Constitution, the only way in 
which a citizen can participate in 
government is by his ballot. We 
mist not forget that every citizen 
of the United States has either ac- 
tunlly or impliedly taken an oath 
to support the Constitution of the 
Usited States. The packing of 
conventions, the party primary, 
the apparent contro! of party ma- 
ehinery by selfish, unpatriotic men, 
and the natural desire of human 
kind to be on the winning side has 
taken away from the average in- 
dividual a sense of his high mora! 
obligations to vote his convictions 
im erer ce with his own par- 
ticulay individual conscience. In 
casting a ballot We are no longer 
actuated by an enlightened pur- 
pose, solely and alone to elect those 
men who will best serve the pub-
